The protein contained in eggs occurs in a particularly good form 
and the protein found in eggs is as digestible as the protein found 
in milk, or meat. Eggs are more easily digested when properly pre- 
pared by coddling, poaching, or being made into an omelet, and are 
dificult’ to digest when fried or when hard boiled. When cooking 
cegs, plan to cook them under a low heat as they are more easily 
divested when partially cooked. When fried over a hot fire in grease, 
they become harder to digest, partly because the grease leaves a 
coating of fat over the egg and partly because the hot fire toughens 
the white and makes it leathery.

Very frequently his directions 
for your general behavior are more 
important in the treatment of your 
eondition than the medicine he 
prescribes. 


I once heard a great baby spe- 
cialist say, ‘You sometimes have 
to give the baby medicine to keep 
the mother quiet.” 


Some time ago I saw a doctor 
give a patient a small unimportant 
tablet to be taken one every two 
hours with a full glass of water. 
He had striven to get this patient 
to drink more water. He had 
failed and he took this method to 
obtain the necessary consumption 
of water.

Always Wanted Medicine 


This patient was one who al- 
ways wanted to be taking medi- 
cine. She did not need medicine 
nearly as much as she needed 
more fluid, and her physician ob- 
tained the desired result in that 
way. 

When you do not follow your 
doctor’s directions you are doing 
him an injustice by misleading 
him, and yourself certain harm be- 
cause he bases his future treat- 
ment on the results obtained by 
your following, or not following, 
his advice, 

He does not advise restriction of 
diet or change or tell you to re- 
frain from doing certain things, or 
to do things differently just to 
hear himself talk. He is doing it 
because his knowledge and exper- 
ience have taught him this is the 
proper way to treat your condi- 
tion.” 


If you do as advised and the re- 
sults are not what he expected, he 
interprets the results with the in- 
ference that you have followed his 
advice. If you have not done so 
you have deceived him and led 
him astray, hurting yourself by 
thus misleading him. If you refuse 
to follow his advice and so inform 
him, he can refuse to give you 
further attention. 

A case in point comes in a letter 
from Mrs. S. concerning her hus- 
band. Last Fall he complained of 
feeling unwell and consulted a 
physician, who told him that he 
‘had angina pectoris. 

This is an extremely painful and 
dangerous heart condition, usually 
due to obstruction or spasmodic 
contraction of the arteries supply- 
ing blood to the heart muscle. 


The Doctor Orders 


‘ The doctor advised him to avoid 
excitement, quit smoking and 
drinking. He ordered a diet, ex- 
cluding all seasoning, eggs, etc. He 
was to drink two quarts of butter- 
milk a day and also take a diges- 
tive preparation. 

Mrs. S. judges from subsequent 
events that her husband was not 
suffering from angina pectoris, but 
from indigestion. I am of the opin- 
ion the doctor did not think he 
had angina, but knew his patient, 
and hoped to influence his actions 
by alarming him.

The Need for REA 


Few American farmers have 
electric power and light service. 
Fewer than 1 in 9 have service 
from central electric generating 
stations. Because the great ma- 
jority of our farmers have not 
had this service with all its at- 
tendant conveniences, comforts of 
living and tarm operation econo- 
mies, it has been widely assumed 
for years that it was not possible 
for most farmers to have these 
things. It is highly significant 
that in the United States as a 
whole, as shown by a recent gov- 
ernment survey, four farms have 


f automobiles for each farm that 


has electric service. 

In its desire to relieve hard- 
ships, Congress decided that the 
farmers of the country can and 
should have electricity and the 
benefits that go with it. In the 
work relief program fecently 
adopted it gave the broadest pos- 
sible authority for the work of 
electrifying farms and provided 
that $100,000,000 might be ex- 
pended for this purpose. 

President Roosevelt realizes the 
urgent need and the inviting pres- 
ent opportunity for farm electrifi- 
cation and the opportunity in his 
executive orders creating the 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion — REA — and prescribing its 
primary regulations.

[™ IS quite possible you have shared with me the opinion 
that surveys and questionnaires on how to be happy though 
married are something comparatively new.
